LECTURE of WENDELL PHILLIPS. 


From The Pittsburg Daily Journal, Not. 10. 

As was previously announced for the occasion, Mi 
Phillips delivered an address, on Monday Dight, before 
larger audience, we suspect, than ever assembled in this 
citv under the auspices of the Young Men’s Library 
Association. A more attentive assemblage we do not 
remember to have seen anywhere. Where listeners felt 
it impossible to coincide with the speaker, they kept a 
most respectful silence ; where they did feel he was 
smiling the serpent with good yeoman blows upon the 
head, and probing the gangrened sore to the quick, they 
granted a just measure of applause. The speaker himself, 
cool and imperturbable, stood forth without note or line 
of written speech, and with such fitting phrase as that 
each word- was felt to be just the one required for the 
connection in which it was (employed. There was no 
passionate utterance, no declamation, no ambitious meter 
ptior, no attempt to bear away his audience upon a tide 
of sounding words; those wbo know the man know he is 
not of that genus. He reminded us of what we have read 
of the Old Diogenes. We saw him again, with bin lamp, 
searching for an honest man. Like those examiners of | 
ships who suspect hidden slaves in her dark corners, he 
first smokes all the crevices until the very rats take to the 
brine, and then, with pike or sabre, probes all the recesses, 
if happily the fugitive wav have escaped suffocation. It; 
with the tongue of Tbersites, he showers his scorn upon 
the heads of all, and, with the sardonic smile and bitter 
eye, analyzes, depicts and emblazons the sins and follies 
that cling, like the shirt of Nessus, to our yet inchoate 
republic, your bile subsides when from his lips you hear, 

“ I do not find fault with this. You have painted the 
picture; I have only written its name beneath it.” As 
much as we thought he had sometimes over-described 
particular pictures iu our national gallery of paintings, 
we confess we felt that there was too much truth in many 
of them. He does not object to your striking; he only 
asks you to hear him. He honestly declares to you that 
he does not expect yon to agree with him, for that he 
supposes and hopes history will writedown his name, if 
she shall do it at all, as a contemner of a Constitution 
that recognises the right of ope man to have, hold and 
possess as a chattel another, an infidel to a Church that | 
has no voice to pray, in the words of one of old, “ Oh, 
Lord, overturn, and overturn, and overturn, till he whose 
right it is shall reign,” lest the Lord should hear his 
prayer, peradventure, and the Union be dissolved. While 
we had no heart to assent to many things he uttered, we 
admire that perfect candour aud honesty that disdains all 
subterfuge, that contemns all false glitter, that sets before 
you the most ultra doctrines and the most unpalatable 
truths sugared to the taste by no honeyed words, urged 
upon yon by no wheedling phrase, but the simple worm¬ 
wood and gall. There it is ; take it, if you will; if not, 
leave it. He calls a spade a spade, and has no dainty 
circumlocution to come at this “ oblong agricultural im¬ 
plement.” 

The snm and substance of his lecture was this: a 
justification of the Radical Abolitionists, or the fanatics, 
as they are called, for the course they take in attacking 
what are called American institutions. While in Europe, 
when a reform is to be effected, the Church is used as an 
engine against the money-power or the Lords against the 
Commons, or the tiers etat against the ancient regime, 
here the ever-varying tides of public opiuion sway hither 
and thither and bear up or down upon their bosom what¬ 
ever and everything that float thereon. If a reform ' ‘ 

be effected here which strikes at the root of a g_ 

national sin, anchored in the Constitution and clasping in 
its hundred arms the wealth, the aristocracy, the litera¬ 
ture, the pulpits, the prejudices and the passions of the 
people, the man who seizes his axe and gives vigorous 
blows at the foundation must expect to be called an Isl 
maelite. There the Radical Abolitionist must stand in 
belligerent position. He has no vote to cater for, no pe; 
son to please, no book that he will expurgate for Southern 
latitude, no favour that he bows to win, for above the 
fluctuations of the political slough, the ebb and flow of 
markets and money-getting, he sees his star shining 
the sky of the future, and in that future lives. 

Of course this is but the most meager sketch of an 
hour-and-a-halfs address. Had we a verbatim report of I 
the whole, we should yet want a description of the manner 
of the speaker, the calm, full, easy tones of voice and the 
perfect aplomb of the man. He stood as unmoved when 
the mention of the name of Passmore Williamson aroused 
a tempest of applause that continued for several minutes 
as when his denunciations of things saered and profane 
was confronted by the calm, breathing silence which, 
while it could not assent, was too tolerant and manly to 
become other than silence. For our own part, we can 
pardon many things to the spirit of liberty, and, while 
entering onr dissent to much the orator said, we teel, in 
the moving spirit of the times, in the vast demand of the 
snm of all villanies, in the murmuring sound of the gather¬ 
ing tempests of a people’s wrath, and in all the lessons of | 
the past, that many things this “ fanatic ” said are true ; 
and we felt, at the moment of their utterance, that had 
those words been proclaimed a dozen years ago, tbe tar- 
pot and feather-basket would have asserted the right to 
be used. It is something at least that we have here prac¬ 
tically accepted ag true the words of Jefferson, we believe, 
that “ differences of opinion may be tolerated as long as 
reason is left free to combat them.” 


sable Hungarian victims find a Kossuth amongst them to 
lend them on in a struggle for freedom. In that Union 
with slaveholders is to be found all the hidden mysteries 
of the abomination.

States, if the South will not, insist on its extension to the 
new. In this, too, they are always defeated by the South, 
and slavery rules supreme. And so must it ever be while 
that fatal Union continues. 


In my next I will commence an examination of the 
sanctions and supports which slavery receives from the 
prevailing religion of the country. In the course of this 
inquiry we shall probably find much to aid us in answer¬ 
ing the question at the head of these articles.

The meeting advertised under the head of “Anti- 
Slavery,” and to be held at Sansom Hall last evening, 
though not exactly what was anticipated, proved quite a 
brilliant affair. The people expected speeches and Pass- 
more Williamson, instead of which they had music and 
the Black Swan. The room waB packed as full as it oould 
hold : aisles, platform, every place was filled. The audi¬ 
ence was made up of white and coloured indiscriminately, 
embracing the most respectable of both classes. Our 
reporter found the crowd so great that he stopped but for 
a short time. While he was there, the “ Swan ” sanj 
several songs, and Mr. McKim made a short speed 
explanatory of the purpose of the meeting. It was sub¬ 
stantially as follows: 

There had been some misapprehension, he said, as to the 
character and object of this meeting, which he thought it 
was right at the outstart should be corrected. An impres¬ 
sion prevailed that it was in some sort a Passmore Wil¬ 
liamson meeting, at least that it was a meeting got up by 
the Anti-Slavery Society, and was somehow or other con¬ 
nected with the ease of Mr. Williamson. Neither of these 
impressions was correct. Passmore Williamson has nothing 
whatever to do with the meeting, and it has no connection 
whatever with the Anti-Slavery Society. The meeting 
was got up by a number of estimable ladies for the benefit 
of Miss Shadd, whose services among the refugees of 
Canada have made her favourably known to the friends 
of humanity, of whom he should have more to say 
presently. Mr. Williamson had been invited to attend 
the meeting, not to take part in it, not to be recognised 
as having any connection with it, and with this under¬ 
standing he had concluded, if he could do so conveniently 
to be present. But he had no idea whatever of coming 
here in any other capacity than that of an ordinary iDvited 
guest. He did not expect to be honoured, or to be made 
in any way to appear before the public as sharing in the 
responsibilities of the meeting. In common with us all 
he feels a lively interest in the welfare of the Canadian I 
refugees, and of course could not object to signify by his 
presence his approval of a measure designed for their 
benefit. 

As for himself, Mr. McKim said, he had no idea, when 
he consented to attend the meeting, that there would be 
such a large assemblage. He was sorry that anybody 
should be disappointed, but this was not, as would be 
understood from what he had already said, a glorification 
meeting for Passmore Williamson. We were all glad, to 

’-that Mr. Williamson was out of prison and that 

restored to his wife and family and his daily busi¬ 
ness ; but, beyond that, he didn’t know that there was an 
especial cause of rejoicing. 

It could not be claimed for Mr. Williamson that he had 
gained a triumph ; none of the questions in dispute had 
yet been settled, and the wrong which Judge Kane had 
perpetrated in this case, personal and public, is as yet 
unrepaired and unatoned for. Let those who find comfort 
in the belief that Judge Kane has “ backed out ” enjoy 
all they can from this source. He has done what he has 
done thus far, with impunity and without rebuke, except 
from public indignation. 

He has imprisoned an innocent and honourable man 
arbitrarily and unjustly, and kept him in prison till k 
chose to let him out. He has degraded the habeas corpi 
by perverting it to the use of slave-catching. He ha. 
been the means of annulling virtually that beneficent 
process. He has laid down doctrines which practically 
make Pennsylvania once more a slave State. To be sure 
he has been rebuked by the press and by good people of 
all parties; but he is sustained by the Supreme Court of 
the State, and he is sustained by the Federal Government. 
It is idle to say that Passmore Williamson has triumphed, 

■ that Judge Kane has been defeated. 

The contest is not yet settled, and it remains to be seen 
what will be the issue. He did not allude to the suit 
recently instituted by Mr. Williamson against Judge Kane 
for false imprisonment—of that he had nothing to say— 
that was in Borne respects a personal matter between the 
parties—at least it was a subject on which it was not 
proper that he should now speak. When Mr. Williamson 
was in prison his friends had to speak for him : but now 
he is out, he can speak and aet for himself. He (Mr.

Last month I spoke of slavery, what it is, and what it 
does. The inquiry may now be, whose it is ? It is often 
said, with much assurance, that slavery is the creature of i 
law ; and so disappointed or bankrupt politicians often 
get elected to office, under the pretence that they can 
change the laws, and so abolish it. 

But slavery is not the creature of civil law. If it were, 
politicians who worm themselves into office are the very 
last men to be entrusted with the work of overthrowing 
it Scarcely one of them ever goes to Congress in tbe 
name of anti-slavery, until he has sold his principles and 
his party to one or other of the old pro-slavery parties for 
the sake of votes ; compounding in such a way as to place 
two bad men in office from the old and worst party, for 
the sake of one professed or pretended anti-slavery man I 
from the other. This is necessary, on account of the) 
continual minority of the so called Anti-Slavery party. 
It has never been able to send men of its own. 

Or, were slavery the creature of law, it would still be 
pertinent to ask, of what or whom is law the creature! 
But the system is older than any laws respecting it. 
Indeed, in the United States, laws are its creatures, its 
own begotten. Its roots strike through all statutes, all I 
constitutions, but do not originate there. 

Slavery is the spontaneous growth of a corrupt moral 
and religious sentiment, as poisonous vegetation is the 
necessary product of the stagnant and putrid quagmire, 
and the shelter of all manner of loathsome and venomous 
reptiles. It date to the day when Indians were robbed 
of their lands, murdered and burned in their wigwams, in 
the name of religion; when women were tortured and 
hung for witchcraft; when Baptists were punished and 
banished for the glory of God; when Quakers were 
publicly whipped, had their tongues bored through with 
red hot irons, or more cruelly, imprisoned, and sometimes 
hanged—all these horrible solemnities having been gene¬ 
rally attended with prayers and other acts of worship. : 

Out of such a soil grew slavery ; and the new Republic 
adopted it in the name of Democracy, as it was already 
the child of the religion of the country. And from that ] 
hour it has expounded the Constitution, controlled the 
legislation, and interpreted the Bible. 

The Government bound itself to protect and cherish the 
Foreign Slave Trade for twenty years, that the markets 
might be well supplied with the stolen sons and daughters 
of Africa. Then, when the plantations were well stocked, 
aud Virginia had begun to grow rich by breeding slaves 
for the more Southern Stales, the Foreign Traffic was 
prohibited, and finally declared to be piracy! 

Thus the system is older than the (Joustitution which 
adopted it, or any laws enacted for its protection ; and so 
a more radical renovation is required to uproot it, than' 
is contemplated iu the highest schools of American 
politics. Congress might sweep the last vestige of it 
from the national statute books, and still it would exist 
in all its terrors. 

Thu system should be regarded not as an institution 
but as a crime—a crime committed by somebody. And 
the criminals are the people who do the deed directly, and 
aid others in doing it. The American Union, so much 
glorified, was a bold and daring conspiracy against 
liberty ! The slaveholders said, “ We cannot hold our 
slaves without a foreign protection, and various special 
privileges. Grant us these, and wo will form a Union. 
We must have the African Slave Trade prolonged und 
protected at least twenty years. Wo most be allowed to 
be represented in Congress by the larger number of 
members, io proportion as we increase the number of r 
■ slaves. We must be permitted to hunt aud seize i 
escaped slaves, in whatever part of the country we may 
and r.iiom . ..-j . must have control of the entire mill- 
nation, to suppress any insurrection 
out among them. Grant us these 
f if' "t " .V "'”.’’ secure them to us on the solemn faith 
oj a nation, said the slaveholders, “ aud we will enter 
into a Union with you.”

WHETHER WE DO BEST IN DOING NOTHING.

Two objections, we recently said, are often thrown in 
the way of our efforts; the one, alleged ignorance; the- 
other, injurious effects produced by our efforts. Of the 
former, something has been already said. The latter 
remains for consideration. 

Now, the case is a perfectly clear one that, sometimes, 
over-doing is quite as bad as under-doing, and that doing 
nothing, if that means only cessation of our own obtrusive 
activities, leaving the higher powers of nature to their 
unobstructed operations, is better than any of our limpmg 
and marring movements. What, in diplomatic intercourse 
between nations, Calhoun described “ as a masterly inacti¬ 
vity ” suggests a great law pervading the world. A plant 
or tree grows in the forest or the pasture to its natural 
size and according to the proportions and harmonies which 
befit and perfect it; whereas in removing it to some gar¬ 
den or avenue, we may interrupt the free growth and the 
spontaneous order, and sometimes a barbarous hand be¬ 
reaves it of branches or in other ways distorts the beautiful 
symmetry. Just so with animal growth. Even in the 
human form there are those who have fondly dreamed 
that they could prodace, by distortion or contradiction, 
something fairer than the primitive, type, compressing the 
feet, attaching pendents to nose or ear, perhaps maiming 

mutilating parts which nature deemed worth creating. 
Up, even, into tbe realm of mind, an analogous process 
; mep would suppress a passion by force, 
eradicate an appetite ; they have checked the ascent of | 
the imagination, and pruned away the luxuriance of 
fancy; some have sought to suspend the religious action, 
and others have rejected science as profane, and there 
have been who mode themselves machines, we might also 
say, for working out mathematics or logic. In practical 
life, men are found always meddling ; the clock never goes 
right; they must keep setting and winding it. The phrase 
of our old translators of the Bible fits them well; they 
cannot choose but make themselves forever busy-bodies. 
And as silence is said to be golden, speech silver, some- 
of poorer metal, so we may say repose is wealth 


all, that every virtuous 
effort is essentially and necessarily productive of good, 
only good, in its influences through society. Effort truly 
virtuous is evidently good, wholly and only good, in itself, 
as the deed of the man. It is in him, and to him, what 
growth in the flower, in the plant, in the free, is to the 
flower, plant, free; what growth and natural emotion are 
in the animal, and to it; what growth and natural emotion 
are to the body, within which they appear, of man. 
Virtuous effort is the true soul living out into true, spon¬ 
taneous activity, the normal development of the divine 
process in humanity. And as an influence into the world, 
it flows forth in perfect harmony with its fontal nature 
and elements. It goes out a blessing, never a curse. As 
each free, from even the remotest leaf which waves from 
the tiny branch, not only grows within itself, but answers 
the benignities of nature by the effluencies which it gives 
to the air, and through the air to the whole vast compass I 
of things to which it penetrate; so does each man, from 
even the least effort of his soul, let that soul be pure, that 
effort holy, not only become holier and purer, but diffuses, 
moreover, an influence of kindred character through the 
encircling atmosphere. The good man does good; the 
good deed is fountain of good, and can stream forth only 
in sweet influences: only the bitter fountain sends out 
bitter waters. If other men and other deeds pc 
current or the air, they will mourn it; but thej . 
reproach themselves or their own endeavours. 

What, then, is onr conclusion from the univers 
Just this: Precisely so far as the effort to remove . 
from our land, to make freedom universal, is sine 
•right, an honest and devout movement of the sol 
not only good in itself, but good in its influence and 
not only a secret growth of virtue, of true beauty 
the soul, but an effluence of virtue, a diffusion of sp 
beauty, through the whole sphere of its circulatio 
has blessed many souls—they can testify; it is destined 
to bless America—the everlasting law promises this. It 
is an inspiration from the soul of the universe ; no sne 
inspiration can be lost; every breath manifests itself in 
pulsation beating through the whole immense circle. God 
alone is Power. 

A great boast, it may be said at this point. No boast j 
at all, we reply. A Divine voice has found snch utter¬ 
ance as the age admitted ; a power from the Highest has 
gone out to overcome the strength of evil; and, jnst so far 
as any have simply spoken the word, or heartily coope¬ 
rated in the Divine deed, they have served and blessed their 
generation—just so far, no farther. All of self which we 
have suffered to dwell with us—all of pride, of envy, of I 
wrath, of unkindness, of evil lusts and passions—has but 
marred and hindered the work. Let all of this be dumb 
and inactive, and dead; let all of pure love, of humanity, 
of joy in others’ good, of gentleness, of kindness, of pure 
affections and pure thoughts, come out into life, and em¬ 
body itself in onr deeds; then we may be surer than any 
visible effect could make us, surer than any record of fact 

argument of logic, that the deed which we do produces 
good, not evil; is source of help, not tort; is more than 
a benediction, conveying the boon which it asks. 

With this thought before us, we may not only rejoice 

the past, but take counsel and courage for the future. 
We may rejoice to follow the Divine current of love and 
truth as it has run so long, heard or in silence, through 
the desert, preparing and promising to torn it into the 
garden, making the whole beautiful, and enriching its own 
banks with flowers. We may learn to sever in ourselves 
and our deed the pure and the impure, theDivine and the 
undivine, the benignant and the unkind, and to consecrate 
ourselves, with renewed and growing energy, to the culture 
and exercise of all those principles which perfect onr har¬ 
mony with Truth, our obedience to Law, and our loyalty 
to Freedom. __ 


LUCRETIA MOTT IN NEW FORK. 


Those faithful and devoted friends of the anti-slavery 
cause and of every work of humanity, James and Lucrbtta 
Mott, on their homeward way from the West, spent Satur¬ 
day and Sunday last with their relatives and friends in 
New York and Brooklyn; and, according to notice pre¬ 
viously given in the papers, the latter made her ap¬ 
pearance, as a preacher, ou Sunday morning, in the 
Friends’ gallery in Rose street, and in the afternoon 
in that of the Brooklyn meeting. The announcement 
that she would be present at these places and times 
respectively made “no small stir” among the Friends 
in the two cities, and awakened oonsiderable interest 
among a large number of outsiders, wbo gladly 
braced tbe opportunity thus afforded of listening to a 
woman whose name has been so long and so honourably 
identified with the Humanitarian and Christian Reforms 
of this day and generation. To the rulers in the Quaker 
synagogues—those who, not many years since, persecuted 
and disowned a Hopper and a Marriot for the sin of be¬ 
ing consistent and faithful Abolitionists—her appearance 
here as a preacher was not, we may well suppose, a very 
desirable event; and yet, as she is a minister in regular 
standing, there was no way to exclude her from the gal¬ 
lery. The “ common people,” however, “ gladly ” rushed 
to hear her. The large house in Rose street was filled to 
overflowing—a rare event (save at Yearly and Quarterly 
meetings) since the death of George F. White; while in 
Brooklyn, so great was the crowd that hundreds turned 
regretfully away, not being able to find room even 
stand. 

Mrs. Mott’s personal appearance and the substance of 
her morning discourse are pretty well sketched by The 
Times, from which we copy as follows: 

“ Mrs. Mott, who was seated on the platform with the 
leading Quakers and Quakeresses of the City, and who 
still retains their sober garb in all its primitive simplicity, 
arose, and, laying aside her bonnet and shawl, disclosed 
to the audience a highly venerable countenance, radiant 
with serene but somewhat stern intellectuality. Her face 
is not so much sympathy-inspiring by loveliness of expres¬ 
sion and tenderness of emotion as respect-commanding by 
rigid inflexibility of conviction, and all-absorbing inten¬ 
sity of thought. The impression conveyed to the mind 
by her personal appearance is rather of a woman moved 
to feel for her fellow-beings by power of thinking than by 

power of feeling. The impression conveyed by her- 

tenance was fully borne out in her discourse. It wa_ 

of matter, but devoid of all ideality. Her evident sin¬ 
cerity of feeling and intensity of thought produce a strong 
impression on the mind, but the utter absence of imagina¬ 
tive power stripped tbe impression of those almost higher 
attractions which beauty of illustration lends. Still, 
though the absence of this quality may neutralize the 
effect as far as popularity with a general audience is con¬ 
cerned, the effect on those who came with a preconceived 
sympathy with the ideas of the preacher is likely to be 
more powerful, in proportion as the enunciation is simple 
and unaided by the poetical assistance of sensuous flights 
of imagination ’ ^ 1 * li!

This simplicity Mrs. Mott presented in an eminent 
degree, and, while her admirers doubtless felt their affec¬ 
tion and respect increase from hearing her again, many 
of those who had never heard her before felt those preju¬ 
dices entirely vanish, which even the best of us are apt to 
entertain against a woman assuming those _ positions 
hitherto exclusively assigned to man, and striking boldly 
not alone at the paganism of the past, but at the semi¬ 
paganism of the present, and pointing out a brighter path 
' the future. 

“ Denouncing the still prevailing King and Priestcraft, 
Mrs. Mott had the courage to express what many repress, 
and declare that Protestantism was only a modifica¬ 
tion, not a thorough reform, of a degrading superstition. 
In glowing terms she claimed to plant her platform where 
Christ and St. John had erected it for Humanity, but she 
said she should separate herself from the Priests and their 
tools who have degraded that platform into worldly eccle¬ 
siastical business establishments. Gathering hope from 
all the bright features of the progressive symptoms of 
practical Christianity around us, Mrs. Mott proved that all 
the leading reforms of the age—Anti-Slavery, Temper¬ 
ance, and all the benevolent and philanthropic movements 
of the day—have sprung not by the dogmas propounded 
by either the Church of Rome or England, or any other 
material organization, but from the individual soul of 
man, from the Divinity rising within man, from the Divi¬ 
nity of which Christ was the most celestial exemplar. 

“ In the course of her address, which, begun in some¬ 
what impassive and monotonous strain, increased in fer¬ 
vour and eloquence as, in advancing, she was carried j 
by the holiness of her theme, Mrs. Mott spoke in 
of the most enthusiastic regard of all those noble 
i ere in the cause of humanity—preachers, teachers, 
ere, and, above all, editors—who, in defiance of a 
t public opinion, battle with the combined hosts of 
ive Oligarchy, ready to sacrifice their popularity, 
irtunes, everything, to the attainment of the great 
in view. But how have these world-redeeming 
;s made their way in the hear? of so many noble 
d gentle women ? By dogmas? By creeds? By 
rading faith in the God-decreed depravity of men? 
claimed Mrs. Mott. No, no! By sympathy for 
uen—by love of God—by faith in the perfectibility 
human mind—by faith in the Divinity residing 
*nniu man, residing within woman. All hononr, all 
praise, all hail to the great Messiah who founded Chris¬ 
tianity ; but did he not say himself that other Messiahs 
will come after ,him? Did he not point, in every word, 
to the fact that every age wiU yield other Messiahs, 
called forth by its requirements ? Was His whole life not 
a constant protest against Priestcraft, whether palpable as 
in the Vatican, or less palpaple as in some Protestant 
churches? Did He not do good by the wayside, as he 
went along, without reference to clime, locality, form, 
creed, caste, race, condition, and thus call upon humanity 
to follow the example, and upon the human soul to awaken 
to its intrinsic Divinity, and to cast off forever and ever 
the tyranny of churches, and the thought-killing despotism 
of the Priesthood ? 

“All the progressive features of our age were summed 
up by Mrs. Mott with wondrous compactness ; and while 
their existence was traced by her to the growing anxiety 
of the human mind to emancipate itself from the influence 
of Priestcraft, ‘ every one to do his cnim and her own thinking,' 1 
to pass from the childhood of civilization into the riper 
sphere of manhood, Mrs. Mott opines that the development 
of those various contemplated reforms would only be 
retarded by a relapse into the old enslavement of thought, 
and could only be accelerated by a daily-increasing appre¬ 
ciation of the capabilities of the human soul by the world, 
with recognition of the God in man.” 

There is in New York a Quaker preacher, as deficient 

. intellect as in good manners, who fancies that he is 
very Boanerges, divinely appointed to protect the flock 
from the incursions of reformers. On the death of the 
late George F. White, he made a ludicrous and unavailing 
effort to clutch his falling mantle, and has flattered him- 
since that the feat was successful, though his | 
public addresses never fail to remind the spectator of the 
fable of the ass in the skin of the lion.

This 
true, no doubt, of the class of Friends of whose sentiments | 
Richard Cromwell is an authorized and appropriate repre¬ 
sentative and expounder ; hut we trust it is not true of | 
Friends generally, for we know that, according to the 
memorable sentiment of Jefferson, “ the Almighty has no 
attribute ” that is on that side. 


THEODORE PARKER'S DEFENCE. 
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“ Misdemeanor” o 
g, before the Clreui 
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United States, at Boston, April .,...„ 

by Theodore Parker, Minister of the Twenty-eighth Coneresra! 
tional Society in Boston. Published for the Author. * 

Our readers have not forgotten that a Massachusetts 
Grand Jury, duly “packed” for the purpose, and acting 
under instructions from Judge Curtis, in October, 1854, 
indicted Theodore Parker and Wendell Phillips for “ Mis¬ 
demeanor,” on account of words uttered by them 
neuil Hall, immediately after the arrest of Anthony Bums 
a fugitive slave ; it being charged that the said words 
ire intended to “ counsel, command or abet others to 
commit the offence” of resisting the IT. S. Marshal in the 
discharge of his duties. Mr. Parker, on being arraigned, 
took exceptions, by his counsel, to the indictment, on ac¬ 
count of some informalities, and it was set aside by the 
Court. The prosecution was not renewed, Judge Curtis 
perceiving clearly enough that the public mind was not 
a mood to sanction, or even to bear with patience, the 
effort to reduce to practice the extraordinary doctrines of 
his charge. It is believed, indeed, that the Judge was glad 
to find, in a technical informality, a loop-hole of escape 
from the uncomfortable predicament in which he had 
placed himself. “ Certainly,” as Mr. Parker well says, 
“it would not be a very pleasant thing forjudge Sprague 
and Judge Curtis, who have taken such pains to establish 
slavery in Massachusetts, to sit there—each like a traves¬ 
tied Prometheus, chained up in a silk gown, because they 
had brought to earth fire from the quarter opposite to 
Heaven—and listen to Mr. Hale, Mr. Phillips, and other 
Anti-Slavery lawyers, day after day. There were facts 
sure to come to light, not honourable to the Court, and 
not pleasant to look at in the presence of a New England 
community, then getting indignant at the outrages of the 
Slave Power. I never thought the case would come to 
the Jury. I looked over the indictment, and to my un¬ 
learned eye it seemed so looped and windowed with 
breaches that a skilful lawyer might drive a cart and six 
oxen through it in various directions ; and so the Court 
might easily quash the indictment, and leave all the blame 
of the failure on the poor Attorney—whom they seemed 
to despise, though using him for their purposes—while 
they themselves should escape with a whole reputation, 
and ears which had not tingled under manly speech.” 

After his arraignment, Mr. Parker made elaborate pre¬ 
paration for his defence. Procuring able counsel to 
manage the technical details, which he knew nothing about, 
and so could not meddle with, he prepared himself to take 
charge of other matters lying more level to his own capa¬ 
city. At the time appointed he was ready with the de¬ 
fence, which, on account of the vast and far-reaching im¬ 
portance of the case, involving as it does the great human 
right to freedom of speech, is now printed for the country. 
He tells us that it is “ a minister’s performance, not a law¬ 
yer’s but we doubt if there is any lawyer in the United 
States who could have framed in his behalf an argument 
of such overwhelming power and force. “ Of course,” he 
says, “ I knew that the Court would not have allowed me 
to proceed with such a defence, and that I should be ob¬ 
liged to deliver it through the press.” 

The defence, with the documents thereunto pertaining, 
fills a volume of about 300 imperial octavo pages. It is 
dedicated as follows*:

May it please the Court—Gentlemen op the Jury : 
is no trifling matter which comes before you this day. 
You may hereafter decide on millions of money, and c" 
the lives of your fellow-men ; but it is not likely that 
question of this magnitude will ever be brought before 
he same jurymen. Opportunities to extend a far-reach¬ 
ing and ghastly wickedness, or to do great service for 
mankind, come out but seldom in any man’s life. Your 
verdict concerns all the people of the United States; its 
influence will reach to ages far remote, blessing or curs¬ 
ing whole generations not yet born. The affair is national 
in its width of reach—its consequences of immense dura- 

in addressing you, Gentlemen, my language will be 
more didactic than rhetorical, more like a lecture, less 
like a speech; for I am not a lawyer but a minister, and 
do not aim to carry a Measure, which with you will go of 
its own accord, so much as to set forth a Principle that 
will make such prosecutions as impossible hereafter, 
conviction now is to-day. 

Gentlemen, I address you personally as Representatives 
of the People. To them, my words are ultimately ad¬ 
dressed—to the People of the Free States of America. I j 
must examine many things minutely, not often touched 
upon in Courts like this. For mine is a Political Trial; 
I shall treat it accordingly. I am charged with no 
immoral act—with none even of selfish ambition. It is 
not pretended that I have done a deed, or spoken a word, 
in the heat of passion, or vengeance, or with calculated 
covetousness, to bring money, office or honour, to myself 
or any friend. I am not suspected of wishing to do harm 
to man or woman ; or with disturbing any man’s natural 
rights. Nay, I am not even charged with such an offence. 
The Attorney and the two Judges are of one heart and J 
mind in this prosecution ; Mr. Hallett’s “ indictment ” is 
only the beast of burden to carry to its own place Mr. 
Curtis’s “ Charge to the Grand Jury,” fit passenger for 
fitting carriage! The same tree bore the Judge’s blossom 
in June, and the Attorney’s fruit in October—both reek¬ 
ing out of the effluvia of the same substance. But nei¬ 
ther Attorney nor Judge dares accuse me of ill-will which 
would harm another man, or of selfishness that seeks my 
private advantage.

A Conspiracy.— We learn from the Charlottesville 

(Va.) Advocate, that a conspiracy was lately formed amongst 
the negroes m the neighbourhood of Nortonsville, Albermarle 
County, and on the Green side of the line, to rob, murder and 
attempt then escape into a free State, which was brought to 
light a few days since. The conspiracy included some forty 
old negroes. Those who informed opon the rest alleged that 
they were instigated by two men who read to them an account 
of the happiness and well-doing ot those negroes who have 
already escaped into free States, and insisted upon their under¬ 
taking the attempt. The plan was to rob some of the neigh¬ 
bours of money and horses, and make their escape in an aruied 
gang. Investigation may lead to the detection of the white 
rascals who instigated this conspiracy.

The Underground Railroad. — The Cleveland 
Leader has the following announcement in relation to the ope¬ 
rations of the Underground Railroad. 

“ The amount of property carried on it for the week ending 
on the 27th inst., was worth, in the South, at least $20,000. 
Last Friday the cars came very nigh running off the track, but 
the freight came through in safety.” 

The above extract is copied in the Chisago Tribune of the 
2d inst., and will, no doubt, take the rounds of the abolition 
papers. It would seem that the editor of the Leader is either 
President, Director, or Conductor of one of the Underground 
Railroads, and that he and his co-labonrers (“ in the great 
cause ”) are Dot ashamed to publish tbeir graceless acts to the 
world. The establishment of abolition papers and Under¬ 
ground Railroads, in the opinion of Abolitionists, is no inter¬ 
ference with the rights of the people of the South—that the 
stealing of $20,000 of slaves weekly is no just cause for the 
South to complain. In other words, disturbing the peace and 
breaking the laws of the country, are no crimes. It would be 
creaitobie to Cleveland, if the editor of the Leader, and bis co- 
labonrers, could be kicked over into Canada.

His father, guided by the North Star, had passed 
out of the land of bondage, and with other members of his 
family had sought safety from Democratic freedom in the United 
States, in the Monarchical realms of Queen Victoria. This 
boy was, for some unavoidable reason, left behind on the way. 
He reached Ravenna in safety, and a gentleman, resident not 
a thousand miles from Ravenna, taking the cars on Thursday 
afternoon, at this station, for Cleveland, on his way to Detroit, 
not having the fear of the Fugitive Slave law before his eyes, 
took the brave boy in charge, promising him safe convoy to 
the ferry-boat plying between Detroit and Windsor. In the 
paws of the Lion and the Unicorn, the lad is now safe from 
the Democratic Bird of Liberty! “ Oh, shame, where is thy 
blnsh ?”—Portage (Ohio) Democrat, Nov. 7. 

How a Slave Tried to Escape and Could n’t.— The 
Louisville Courier tells this story with a relish: “ Ben, the 
slave property belonging to one of onr citizens, made his escape 
from jail several weeks ago. He was captured, and yesterday 
returned to the city. His account of his adventures in search 
of freedom, and that of Jiis captors in search of the fugitive, 
partake somewhat of romance. He says that he crossed the 
river at the saw mills, and immediately took the line of the 
Jefferson Railroad. In the neighbourhood of Vienna, some 
Hoosiers discovered him and immediately gave chase. They, 
after a long run,succeeded in taking him, but he escaped from 
them soon. At a subsequent period he was again seen, and 
had to undergo another chase. Being moonted on a stolen 
horse, his pursuers soon found that he would distance them. 
Accordingly they fired, killing the horse. Undaunted, he kept 
ahead, and dogs were set upon him; but he baffled all pursuit 
until wearied down. Being again taken, he escaped a second 
time, and for a long while perplexed the Hoosiers, until en¬ 
tirely prostrated by hunger and exposure, he was finally taken. 
Officer Kirkpatrick, from this city, was sent to bring him home. 
Beu expressed the greatest joy at seeing an old friend, and was 
particularly furious against the Hoosiers, who were not such 
Abolitionists as he imagined. The fact is, since Indiana purged 
herself of Know-Notbingism, runaway slaves have no chance 
of escaping through that State. So much for esohewing Sam.” 

Evangeline. —One of the editors or the New York 
Evangelist has lately visited the locality in the British Pro¬ 
vinces whereon is laid the scene ot Longfellow’s celebrated 
poem. He writes thus: 

“ Leaving Windsor, we rolled on rapidly over a rich country, 
till we came to a spot around which an American poet has 
thrown a tender aud touching interest. It was the sight of the 
old French village of Grand Pre, the scene of Longfellow’s 
Evangeline.' I had read the poem but a few days before, and 
the scenes were still fresh in my mind. The general features of 
the (landscape were easily identified. Yonder were the salt 
marshes, defended from the sea by dikes reared by the hands 
of the French colonists. These slopes were covered by their 
thatched cottages. There stood the simple church of the 
hamlet. It was ju3t a hundred years since the French were 
driven from this peaceful spot. Longfellow describes the in 
habitants gathered on the shore, looking back in dismay at the 
flames that buret from their dwellings. But though their vil¬ 
lage was destroyed, and the people driven from the land, the 
customs introduced by those early settlers still linger even 
among those of another race and creed. My travelling com-, 
panion had spent twenty years in France, and at ones recog¬ 
nised many signs of French occupation. The rows of poplars, 
tbe willows tbat fringe every water-course, and the little gable- 
roofed cottages, at once recalled the villages of Normandy. As 
we rode along,’ my imagination was'busy reviving scenes of a 
century ago. I saw the tittle church standing on the hill, and 
the peasants gathering round it on fete day, or assembled to 
dance on she village green. Again 1 heal'd the merry peals of 
laughter that had long since passed away. I saw the groups

Should American Slavery be abolished through the force of 
moral power, a nobler example will have been given to the 
world than any previous age has ever witnessed. It is in the 
Colonial possessions of Monarchical Governments tbat slavery 
has been abolished.
